Alarming Condition Re¬ 
vealed Bv Recent Hot Spell 
To Be Corrected 

To avoid a probable acute 
water shortage, with a possible 
rationing of the water supply 
during the peak pumping season 
next August and September, the 
city council Tuesday evening 
called for bids for a new boosting 
pump, motor and starter to shoot 
water from the pumping plant in 
East Sierra Madre blvd. to the 
reservoirs hundreds of feet above. 
Bids for the equipment to replace 
mechanism not nearly depend¬ 
able under stress after long usage, 
will be opened at a meeting of 
the city council on January 9. 

During August and September 
when Sierra Madre consumed the 
greatest amount of water in Its 
history v.»d some of the well 
Morn mechanism was biiug forced 
to the limit of its possibilities, an 
investigation wsm begun that 
finally resulted in the decision to 
buy a pump that would guaran¬ 
tee an uninterrupted supply. 

Councilman Paul Carter gave 
the council a lengthy report of 
inquiries made by its water com- 
mitee and engineers who were 
called upon to examine the pres¬ 
ent pumps, some 20 and none less 
than 11 years old. It was the be¬ 
lief of engineers that the city 
faced likelihood of a breakdown 
of its water supply and a drastic 
curtailment of the water for 
household purposes should one of 
the pumps give way in their ef¬ 
fort to pump from the water 
plant to the high level reservoirs. 

A recommendation by the 
water committee that bids be 
asked and a new pump immedi¬ 
ately installed was unanimously 
voted by the council. 

The most severe teat the city's 
water supply ever encountered 
was during the August-September 
hot spell when the consumption 
passed the 9.000,000 cubic foot 
mark for a 30 d ay period, the 
water committee reported. During 
this period it wa. necessary to 
operate the large booster from 
14 to 18 hours per day plus the 
20-year old standby booster up to 
as high ns 12 hours m a singlu 
day in order to maintain an ade¬ 
quate supply in the city’s reser¬ 
voirs. The large booster was said 
to be inadequate to meet the re¬ 
quirements during several peak 
days if operating on a 24 hour 
basis.

Mayor Issues Appeal And

Preliminary plans through 
which Sierra Madre and its trade

J. Schiltz. 

The mayor said he is acting in 
response to a letter from Secre¬ 
tary of Commerce Harry L. Hop¬ 
kins, urging that civic lenders of 
Sierra Madre organize to make 
the various censuses to be taken 
in 1910 the most conipleteand ac¬ 
curate picture of tlie community’s 
human and economic resources 
ever compiled. 

"Only by active interest of 
every American community in 
seeing that its resources are fully 
and correctly reported,” Secretary 
Hopkins said, “can we get the 
full and complete factual picture 
of the nation as a whole which 
is so vital to both private and 
public enterprise.” 

Mayor Schiltz said he will se¬ 
lect a general citizen's committee 
embracing all of the principal 
civic interests in the community— 
and that this committee will ap¬ 
point subcommittees to stress 
specific census activities. 

This is the first time for many 
years that all of the censuses— 
business, manufacturing, popula¬ 
tion, agriculture, housing, mines 
and quarries, drainage and irriga¬

As guest speaker at their 
Tuesday noon luncheon William 
Lauren Rhoades gave Sierra 
Madre Kiwanlans an intimate pic¬ 
ture of their present city and this 
section of the San Gabriel Valley 
as It was about the time his fa¬ 
ther arrived here from New York 
in 1878, later establishing the 
first tourist hotel in Southern 
California in the present Sierra 
Madre Villa. 

Upon looking over the San Gab¬ 
riel valley from Mt. W’ilson, his 
father visualized the possibilities 
of the surrounding country both 
as far as Ideal living conditions 
were concerned as well as favor¬ 
able citrus fruit growing, Mr. 
Rhoades said. With these visions 
before him he purchased 500 acres 
of land in the territory now 


known as Sierra Madre Villa, and 
employed 150 Chinamen to clear 
it. When this arduous task was 
completed, he began to raise 
oranges, lemons, and limes and 
set out acres of vineyards. His 
only neighbor was another farm¬ 
er who carried on the same type 
of fruit farming. 

Sixin the little community grew 
in popularity and visitors began 
flocking in from the east so that 
Mr. Rhoades had to add 20 rooms 
to the hotel he had established 
to accommodate his guests Ap¬ 
proximately 30 years later the 
city of Sierra Madre was incor¬ 
porated; a city of the sixth class. 
When the elder Mr. Rhoades ar¬ 
rived here, the speaker said, 
Pasadena, liter known as the In¬ 
diana colony, was inhabited by 
three Indian families.

Food stamp books will 
be issued from a dozen or more 
division offices of the SRA. 

The blue surplus food stamps 
are good only for foods currently 
designated as surplus by the Uni¬ 
ted State Department of Agricul¬ 
ture and so listed in the par¬ 
ticipating food stores in areas in 
which the plan is in operation. 

The requirement that the orange 
stamps be bought insures that 
regular food purchases are main¬

54,700 Residents Of Los Angeles County 
Will Receive Increases In Old Age 
Pensions During The New Year 


Checks for the county’s 54,700 
beneficiaries of old age security 
will go out on schedule next 
month despite the heavy office 
detail involved in adding a $5.00 

raise to each check, effective 
January 1. 

This was assured Tuesday when 
the Board of Supervisors ap¬ 
proved a recommendation of 
Wayne Allen, chief administra¬ 
tive officer. “There will be no de¬ 
lay in getting these checks out,” 
Allen tersely promised. 

Under the new scale, the Fed¬ 
eral government will pay half 
the amount up to a $40.00 maxi¬ 
mum, instead of a $30.00 maxi¬ 
mum. Thus in cases where the 
maximum is received, the federal
